Lost nlBht tho Bcstern Townships 
Club '.held Its first dinner lu the 
Unioni dining ball. About thirty 
membera were assembled tQ enjoy tbe 
seven course dinner supplied by the 
manaKoment and hear iho afU?r-dln- 
ner si^oakcrs who wore kind cnougu 
to tip<'nk to tlR' .McQlll students from 
"the<}ard<>n of the Flower of Eastern 
Provinces — Quebec." 

T. It(. Bullock presided as chairman 
of tfai! meeting, and Introduced tbe 
speakers without feclliiK himself 
called tupon to hold the floor for any 
time. ', 

For, so small a territoir, tho 
Eastenn Toiwnshtps can produce a 
moat romarka/ble j)iitronago to be 
present; at their dinners. It scerocd 
almost t wasteful to have such oxcop- 
tlonally brilliant after - dinner 
speeohns addressed to only a score of 
students. FoKnnately, the lmpre!t- 
slvcneasr of tbo speeches was not 
wa«ted„>awl tho toasts drunk In lem- 
onade were as beartily given as If 
tho 1>einMr»g« had been made from 
Qucrtiec srape. 

Mr. Mitchell was the first speaker 
of fhe owning, replying to the toast 
given by Mr. Hudon to "Our Patrons." 
Mr. Mltob«U referred to tho memorlos 
of Old McOlU which ho carried with 
Mm wherever'be went, and tbe pride 
he felt la-îjbetnc tbe bonomry presi- 
dent of tiif -B.T. -Clob . Calling at- 
tention to',4h« splendid type of 
pkmeera <bwmgbt up fhe St. bawrence 
and 9t. Fnocta Rivers to l>!Vls and 
Rlcbmond. fld^tlat the obstacles of 
natare to estabHsh a colony, he 
traoed tbvoMetory of the counties 
tbraui^ ttelr early history to tho 
fcwsant da^. Two faote he was par- 
nAnlr 9Da0ior— KlrsUy, tbat bis 
mcKter oame from the New Kngland 
aatss wltfr<«he United Ehnpiro Loyal- 
Ists; secondly, that his grandfather, 
after' bctov Bhlpwreekod on his way 
from Ireland, returned there and, 
after gatborlng toeerthor enough 
monex 'br his passage, earns ont to 
Canada and settled in the Bsstera 
Townships. At College, Mr. Mitchell 
resetted that he had laid too much 
stress on hockey and football and left 
lectures to take care of themselves. 
After leaving college one ftnds tbut 
the best time of one's life is at Old 
McGlll unless one has been to board- 
ing school, which Is, of course, 
superior. Ending by declaring his 
pride In belonging to a district which 
allowed and encouraged freedom of 
worahip and produced a strong, 
virile type, Mr. Mitchell offered the 
club any aaslstasce within his power, 
and sat down amidst much applause. 

Mr. Bullock tlien called upon 
Jtfhnson, In the absence of Mr. 
Hack^t, to propose a toast to Old 
McOiU. 'Jdhnson very briefly ssdd 
ibat Old MoOllI was drawing contri- 
butions from' all over Canada, from 
outside the University. He mentioned 
tbefiri^ of tlhe past students in being 
aMe to stand up° and shout "What's

FROWNED ON 
BY COUNCIL 

Rc^lar Oditncii Meeting 
Held Last Night. 



INTERESTING BUSINESS 



Special Meeting Called Dec. 
15th— Students fovfted 
ToAttend. 



There will be a special meeting of 
tho Students' Council at five p.m. on 
Wednesday, Deceml>er tho fifteenth, 
at which any representative of the 
Students' Society will be welcomed. 

This advance notice is being given 
because of a' certain attitude which 
has taken root In some sections of 
the undergraduate body. For some 
time past a number of students have 
felt that they were rigidly and' un- 
justly barred from tbe meetings of 
the council, and that matters under 
discussion at such meotlngs were 
ffiven much too little publicity. 

If there has been a lack of publi- 
city, It Is only because tbe routine 
business which occupies the council 
at the great majority of* suob meet- 
ings would be of doubtful interest to 
the general student body. Any mem- 
ber of the Student body is privileged 
to present any subject he may desire, 
at any meeting of the Students' Couu' 
cil, as soon as they have disposed of 
the routine btiainese. At this gene- 
ral meeting on tho fifteenth sny stu- 
dent who may so wish is encoturaged 
to bring his business, questions, com- 
plaints or suggestions before tbe 
Council. 

The most Important matter before 
the coupcii yesterday was the ques- 
tion of a proposed monthly magazine. 
This was brought to their notice by 
tho Principal. Up to this time tbe 
council had no direct Information on 
the subject. 

The decision of the Council was, 
that In view' of the fact tbat tbe stu- 
dents are at present publishing a 
daily paper they considered that this 
publication might interfere with the 
success of the "Dally"; and since 
this proposed monthly bad an edito- 
rial policy which the council regard- 
ed as dangerous, snob a publication 
would be unwise ;also that no such 
PQblication should be produced im- 
less sanctioned by tbe Students' So- 
ciety, and unless the executive staff 
be more truly representaUve of the 
student body.

The Basketball snason op<>ned with 
a rush last night in Molaon Hall, 
when the MoOlU Seniors and Inter- 
mediates "A" battled with two ^eams 
represantdnig the Central Y.M.C.A. 

In tho first game, McOill Inter- 
mediates "A" were defeated by the 
Central "Y" Interraediatos by the 
score of 49 to 22. The McQiU Seniors 
reversed the tables 1)y trouncing the 
Central "T" Seniors to the tune of ;34 
to 36. 

First Game. 
The Y.M. Interanediatoa outclassed 
the McQlll boys from the start to the 
finish, and showed a brand of 
speedy combi>iatlon and . acourato 
shooting that baffled thoir opponents. 
Thoy played togather with the ease 
and speed of a woll organized ma- 
chine; their passing was at times 
speotacnlar, and so speedy were the 
Individnal players tbat they often 
evad«d the men covering them and 
were able to take ibelr time in shoot- 
ing. 

The McOlll Intepmediatee. on the 
other band, 'did not' work so smoothly 
together. Often the players would 
receive liho ball, then hesitate before 
they passed it on. This lack of swift 
and accurate passing was one of the 
greatest factors in their defeat. Their 
footing showed room for improve- 
ment, but tho team played a hard 
fighting game till t^e last blow of the 
whdstle. At one time during the 
second period tho Red and White 
tore right in, and ihad an edge am tbo 
boys from the Y.M.,-theIr "irûïrds par- 
ticularly holding ' the opposing for- 
wards in chock. 

Watter, of tho Central "Y," 
played a BtoUar game, and was re- 
sponsible for 23 points. Gormloy also 
played a consistent game, and netted 
many penalty shots. 

For McQIU, Turpil played a good 
game and shot some neat baskets in 
the second period. James was very 
effective also. 

nioGlll scored first w&en James 
dropiped thefeall through in a penalty 
shot. Walter soon followed with a 
tally, atKl tbe Central "Y" soon ran 
up a score tbat did not leave much 
doubt as to tbe outcome of the match, 
laie McOill backs did not cover their 
men well, and the combination of 
Central "Y" was deadly.

Mr. H. G. Walls tn hla .chapter, 
•"Tho Tragedy of Color," In "The 
Future of America," conclii tJoa that 
"tbeee emotlona are a cult," ' and by 
a cuH he evidently means a contagi- 
ous fanatical folly. This co hdusion 
is formed by argumenta that lie heard 
when visiting Amerlcn, whiah. argu- 
mentfi might bo weak, W ln'f<»rmcd, 
and laconclualve. It Is peculLUr that 
some 'twenty million white pcmrlo In 
the South, besides many in the Worth 
would have thla raoe méhoeinaala, 
which he terms "emotions'' aft<ii!-on1y 
a short vtlslt to tho country. 

Sir Sidney Oliver, on tho other 
hand, apeafts with the aiu1iborl<(y ot 
one who ttaa spent many yesnu In 
cloeo contact iwith negroes in tho 
BrlMah West ladles. In his '■^Uhite 
Oapltal and Colored Labor" he |t0Us 
UH that both hi visiting the UHUed. 
States and in dJaouaalng race tiiues- 
tlons with American visitor p to 
Jamaica, "he found himself as a 
Brltislh Weat Indian unaible tor cn- 
Itdroly |aocouat for an attltudb of 
mind wihiloh Improased him as ràper- 
atMoaB If not hydtarioal." 

It is evident that tho aibove-inen- 
tlonod men d!o not give tho 'xiFblto 
people who lhave lived 4n Olose Con- 
tact wfth the ihlack peofple very itaich 
crédit tor their raolal antlpathyi It 
ia taken ifor granted by those mon 
that tlho probflem Is caused bjf the 
whftea feeling their racial eupcidor- 
Ity, l>ut the auesU^n of the atbtUty 
and tentperamontof tbenegrolB tHsor- 
looked. The atrocltlea commltUtd by 
the iblaoks and their attempt to<' aule 
in a high-hamded itashion during the 
Rooonstruction Period hae appaitcctly 
been forgotten. • Racial chorauMris- 
tlcs came to the aurfaoe wOiMi. «wU! 
roqulTB long period ot ctvOtkMUon 
to ovenxmio. 

It seems aa though the ataco hod 
now been reooivod when the qvicBtlon 
might ibe fairly asked, hove tbtir aa .a 
race, or has any Instance ooob 'to the 
front and achieved suooeea In indus- 
trial pursalts, In commerce, oir pro- 
CesafcUMU llfo? As poltttoianEi aome 
of them have dono fairly w«|U con- 
sidering their advantages for educa- 
tion. Why Is education at a higher 
type not encotiraged? Beoause It 
ten'Aa to. make 'tlie aieipro'^iniwuUiic 
to 'Work where he Is wantal, but al- 
though iMve dollan ia exoiaided on 
ev«ry "whttt ohUd fiir ervuy-Aillar exi- 
ponded onf the Uaok eliU4. y«t the 
sums BXj»4i)iiteii'fltt't^^ 
larse — oat of all piopasHtan to the 
snme patd by the secroos' tn taxea. 
It has ibeen' aald, "hat ua mAsoo their 
ednoatlion to the acale of Ittetr taxa- 
tion, and. wliere wwM Aey ket" 
TMs ta autlfloient' to abow- that they 
are ibeins; helped atone;, «liuatlonal 
lines, ibut It la evident 11iay>-«se-<not 
getting the aame channe an tbe wiMte 
children. As they -net Oftntted tn 
their opportunities ^«.foit edueatloa, 
they, are likewise oBtraaftenfei sodety 
which has ntade their ' sncoeaa in com- 
taierce and4jietipinfeflBlDnsMkIfaû>st-im- 
iposflfNe, 

We ntayr^sow liiiii In fllii'ii rspsillj 
as arUsans. It la concadai fey ansoy 

that they are very aood to>°«a certain 
point, rbut It te very MlAB(a'4tat they 
achieve th« higher poaltlaiia. In 1881 
the Tuafcefee loatttnte -waa opened 
wMh Mir. Booker WsBfakagtttt as Its 
sole teacher and tUrty piisBa. In- 
struction ds now given In tàurty- 
seven Industrica, tnsu agvlenltun oocl 
Btock-ibreoding to printing. More 
thian 6,000 atuden^ hàvo pasaod 
through it, and after ^Ugant id- 
viity It may >be aald that tbere are 
^ut very few who arc not iisefiUly em- 
ployed. TSie question or^es, can tbMe 
graduates be taken as representing 
the average ot negro cagpacity? 

The mental make-up of tbe negro 
Is such that in the hdgbar otfiOM of 
Industry (he Is-rearfuMy kapdteapped. 
GeneraHly speaking, he da; not ot an 
inventive turn of mind, but ia nM>r» ot 
a copyilst. Owing to thla, tl>i liower 
offices are filled by negroes, while 
the white men^tUl the. higher ones. 
It still r'em^ina to be seen w<hat edu- 
cation w>lll do fOr these people, but; 
provtidiac it diou>d'pr6ve euooesatnl. 
and the black proved as .capable as 
the white in any if not all of the 
three lines, protasslonai; Ondnitrfal. 
or commercial, would the racial prob- 
lem then be solved, or would.dt create 
a new form ot friction T ' 

A great deal baa. been, sa^.conoenk 
Ing the white onan'a jixiUl9,ptMa color 
and racq. but. nothlsg. bais :been said 
concerning the prld».«£.the aegro. Is' 
the negro proud of his rac»? If he 
could, would the Bthlopian ctiauga 
his Skin? A general answer could 
not he gives. to- thla queatlon,,aa thara 
are many auppdrtara of afiSino»- 
tive and many who support the.<neg^ 
live view. The suniorters of the- 
afflrmatlTo argue that many negroes 
have expressed the wish that they 
were wihite, and aome have gone ao 
far as, to use certain hair lotjiona aup- 
posed to take the crinkle oqt of the 
balr, which la a common featuro of 
their race. Why should they not 
wish they wore white, -when so many 
privileges are grant^ to the whites 
that ore denied to them? Those who 
support the negative view claim thai 
the negro is aarproud et hla color aa 
tbo Caucasi&iù The days when tbe 
baby ibegins to take on his natural 
color are days of pride and Joji' to tbe 
negresB, when she can soon call him 
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our oaHor aa xmklL aa ttalnils dkUked 
by ua. They are m anxlMia to hare 
their private oars luM apart- 
nenta aa tbe white people are theira. 
only they do not want them inferior 
wlhen they pay tho aame price for 
tninsportatlou. Many aneodotcs told 
about the negreaa nursemaid being ao 
proud that She wtll not notice bar 
dark-aklnned aoqaalntaneea when 
walking on the atreet or riding in the 
street car -«rith tbo infant tho mlstreee 
has given over to her care, would lend 
to odd evidence for the atttnaative. 
That the negro has pride cannot be 
disputed, but jn jost what way It Ues 
with respect to moe iit4la (hard to esti- 
mate. 

That there la a prOUam It cannot 
be denied, 4 tMit the maiq dlftieulty 
is in finding a aaUsfactory aotatton. 
Many have been advaamd, but per- 
haps a «sw of them will be aofflcient 
to show the lines aloas w>hloh tbey 
are proposed. 

H— BxtinctloiL TUngrmay ''worry 
along" in the prefcnt profoundly un- 
satlflfaotory condltton until tho negro 
gradually dies out. TMs la highly 
Improbable. There la one way it 
might (be oonoelTalbly brought about 
— by a reourrsDoe of such an out- 
break^ as the Atlanta riot of 1906, 
when tho wWte mot found the 
negroes unarmed and wreaked its 
fronay practically unoppoeed. Not 
oven In the wlMest Arenay, ot course, 
could tho race, or a tenth part of the 
race, l>e violently wiped out, hut they 
might be so dlBmayed ^d terrorized 
as to loeo tlheir natural buoyancy-.of 
spirit wîtloh haa hitherto eustalned 
them and enabled Vhem to Jncrease 
and multiply.- ' 

II.— The Atlaiita Co m promise. TMs 
second eventuality suggests that 
gradual- smoothing away of friction 
so that the two races may Hvo side by 
side, never blending and yet never 
Jarring. Thda la the conception set 
«orth In Mr. Booker Washington^ 
oSMirated Atlanta Oompramise spee<A 
Of 1888, wherein he aatd, "la all 
tblnffs pnrely" social we can be as 
seperste as the five ttegers, and yet 
ono as tho hand tn all thtoga easen- 
tlal tojjintual progress." Mr. Tbomss 
Psge ^edy to Bay, "Northemera 
eapouse the cause of tbe negro as t 
rnoe, «ut dlsMke oegroes IndtvMuaHy ; 
white Southerners do not dislike 
negroes individually, but opf>oe« thorn 
as a reoe." Mr. Wm. Aroher, in his 
"Through Afro-Amerioa," gilvCs a 
good aaeodote in «me of hla footnotes, 
^^h IllQstratca thla diatinetion. 
"A oagro in a Mcrthera city, going 
from door to door of a long street, 
asking fbr work and food, waa betng 
mat w«j rImib a poHbe-and re- 
gretful rsftaal. At laat lia came to a 
dow which was flung open-l^ a man 
who thus add^sed Titm blank- 
ety Uank -black hound, liow»teVe you 
thé impudeoee to oome to the tk«nt 
door! GotothetackdoorMaaikfor a 
btooB aaia swaao ant the yard.' 
'Blsaa the Lordt' said tbe a«cn>, 'He's 
lad mi{ t03PX'.inqi:SaBtharn«peopIe at 
IsatT" ..AMogatharr^he tendency of 
events slnoa 1Ç96 haa not been at all 
,1b the direetton oC the Atlanta Com- 
promise. • The Atlanta- riot, already 
mentioned, was a grimly. Ironic com- 
ment ot Mr. Waabingtoofa ^toech. At 
Dtesent, thda acheme does not eeem 
«ea8tMe„,'kut.tlnn , wdth tta healing 
and"^ eonatiniotlve balm ot «ducatton 
and «Mltsation may uaher In' the day 
witen tùa plan nay be adopted. 

in^AsaalgamatloB. TMs, the 
third oonceivahitllty, InvoIriM the 
iegaUastion of marriage )>stween the 
two raoee. To thecrttica-of the .White 
Sotith DOthtng Is more slmplei to the 
White South, nothlnig is more Inoon- 
celvsAte. It te significant that none 
of the outaide.^rnics put very .much 
faith in the . Atlanta Compromise. 
They see qutta clearly that^the two 
races cannot Hve togaOter. and; yet 
apart. They aay, "Why. miUte au«b 
a fuss over su<lh a etmiAe matter as 
free IntermdxtureT Racial pûrtty is 
a vain dmk-gtnAtion; tlMre is no such 
thing, at. any rate among the Bttro- 
pean .peoples.. It- is unnecessary to 
enter into tha maxea of etlhnological 
controversy, but argument may be 
answered by asking Its supporters 
bow many of them would be wdlling 
to marry ilntb the (blank raoe or have 
thelr 'ehn^ett do so? 

IV. — Segregation. - : Thla possibility 
suggests the geograph-tcal segregation 
.of the negro race, whether -wtthln or 
without the limits ot the United 
IStates. nie negro ds not dying out, 
[and df K does, it can only be at..the 
fxat of ^ Soathem- dvtllaation. ' The 
question of-havdnga Meiek tnan's«tate 
within the limits of the United States 
lis not concelvaA)le, aa this presenits 
{dttfloiiltlecL more- odious than the 
AManta Compromise. ' The suggestion 
of seniding them back to Africa'' to 
ralo themsetres, when 'tbey have 
Bhtmn their tncapabiflty along these 
lines Id non-Chrlettaolibe as well as 
inhuman. This la a Utopian scheme, 
and . must'jhe dlsoarded as Imprac- 
tlcaMe. ' ■ • • 

In ~ finding a solution for - this 
problem, there must bo kept In mind 
that thene are two binds of white 
I)eopJe ahdtwo kinds of black pebple. 
The better ctaaa of the -whhe veoplb 
of cultum and capacity haiw general 
Bympatbte.for the black people. "The 
other class make np the mobs, -are 
often ignonint and vtclous. Among 
the blocks,' too, there are good and 
bad.
